NOTIFICATION 
Central Excises 
New Delhi, the 16th May 1967 

G.S.R, 747.—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 37 of the Central 
Excises and Salt Act, 1944 (1 of 1944), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules further to amend the Central Excise Rules, 1944, namely: — 

1. These rules may be called the Central Excise (Eighth Amendment) Rules, 1967. 

2, In the Central Excise Rules, 1944, for sub-rule (2) of rule 224, the following 
sub-rules shall be substituted, namely: — 

^‘(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules, but without prejudice 
to the provisions of sub-rule ( 1 ) so far as they relate to restriction on 
removal of goods before 6 . 00 ‘a.m. on any day, no goods shall be removed 
from a factory or a warehouse on the date appointed for the presenta¬ 
tion of the annual or any supplementary Budget of the Central Govern¬ 
ment to Parliament unless an application for such removal in the 
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prescribed Form has been presented by the licensee to the proper offlcer 
and such application haa been acknowledged by the proper offlcer, before 
5.00 p.M. on the working day immediately preceding the date aforesaid: 

Provided that where a licensee Intends to remove goods from a factory or a 
warehouse after 6 00 p.m. on the date aforesaid, he shall also obtain the 
permission of the Central Government under sub-rule (2A) for such 
removal. 

(2A; Where a licensee intends to remove goods from a factorj^ or a warehouse 
after 5 00 p.m. on the date appointed for the presentation of the annual 
or any supplementary Budget of the Central Government to Parliament, 
he may make an application In this behalf in writing to the Central 
Government undertaking to pay duty at the .enhanced rate, U any, that 
may be applicable to such goods with effect from the date Immediately 
lollowlng the date aforesaid and to comply with such conditions as the 
Central Government may specify and thereupon the Central Govern¬ 
ment may, if It considers it necessary or expedient in the pubUc interest 
so to do, permit the removal of such goods.’’
